Japanese Com- 
mander-in-Chief at Swatow, Admiral 
Kondo, informed the British ‘naval 
authorities on Friday night that. British 
ships would be permitted to enter 
Swatow harbour without ~ hindrance 
after noon on Saturday,‘a‘new crisis has 
developed at the 
port. 


The British steamers Tsinan and Fausang 
entered the harbour before the Japanese permit 
became effective under escort by H.M.S. Scout. 

The action of the British naval authorities in 
providing an escort for the steamers has led to 
a sharp protest from the Japanese, who have 
retaliated by completely isolating the British 
wharves. ‘ 

Barbed-wire barricades have been erected around 
the wharves, and sentries are not permitting anyone to 
pass through the barriers without strict examination. 

Cargo is not permitted to pass from the city on to 
the wharves. The Japanese are permitting only . mails 
and the personal effects of third Power nationals to pass 
through the barriers from ship to shore. 


The blockade, if continued, will seriously affect Hong- 
kong, which relies for the major part of its perishable food- 
stuffs from Swatow since the occupation of Canton has pre- 
vented supplies from reaching us from the Canton: River area.

TALKS 


‘Explains Attitude . 
Of Germany _ 


Berlin, June 24. 
Following hls Danzig speech, the 
Nozt Propaganda Minister; Dr. 
Joseph Goebbels, made a further im- 
portant pronouncement on German 
policy in an address in Berlln. 


“3¢, in speaking of imperialistic 
policy, one understunds that one 
country desires to suppress tne en- 
tire world, then the German people 
have:no desire to pursue such a 
pollcy,” he declared, “but if one 
understands imperialistle policy as 
securing the elemental vital neces- 
sities of a people and the place In‘the 
sun that this people deserve on the 
basis of its ability, dillgence and 
courage, then we certainly are Im- 
perlalists, 


“We Germans believe that - the 
position we occupy in the world to- 
day does not conform to the rank our 
people have the right to demand and 
that this position must therefore be 
altered, ‘Che German nation has no 
desire to live for all future under the 
conditions {mposed on us by Ver- 
sallles.” 


Stating that Germany is now & 
mighty united group under Hitler 
and that the German army is the 
strongest in the world. Dr. Goebbels 
declared: “German workers and 
engineers have constructed a wall of 
stec! and concrete In the west and 
they, shall one day be able to enjoy 
the rewards of this policy and their 
great sacrifices during the past years. 


“When we to-day contiriue to de- 
mand colonies, it is not because we, 
wish to become millionaires but be- 
cause of the German people.”

Japanese. reports that . vegetabic 
peddlers have joined the anti-British 
movement and have decided not to 
enter the Concession are incorrect, 

It is reported that the Japanese 
have hired many undesirables to 
create disturbances in the British 
Concession, However, owing to the 
strict vigilance of the British Con- 
cession authorities, they are not yet 
successful. 

Japanese merchants . in. Tientsin 
are reported to be dissatisfied with 
the blockade as most of their goods 
ore still stored in the Concessions 
despite orders of the Japanese mill- 
tarists to remove them prior to the 
enforcement of the blockade.—Cen- 
tral News.

Explains Attitude | 
Of Germany 


Berlin, June 24, 
Following his Danzig ‘speech, the 
Nozi Propaganda Minister, = Dr. 
Joseph’ Goebbels, made a further {m- 
portant pronouncement on German 
policy In an address in Berlin, 


“If, in speaking of imperialistic 
policy, one understands that one 
country desires to suppress tne ¢en- 
tire world, then the German pcople 
have no desire to pursue such a 
policy,” he declared, “but if one 
understands imperiallstic policy as 
securing, the elemental vital neces- 
sities of a people and the place in the 
sun that this people deserve on ‘the 
busts of its ability, diligence and 
couraste, then we certainly are Im- 
perlitlists, 


“We Germans belleve thot the 
position we occupy in the world to- 
day does not conform to the rank our 
people have the right to demand and 
that this position’ must therefore. be 
altered. ‘the German nation has no 
desire to live for all future under the 
wonditions imposed on us by Ver- 
sailles.” 


Stating that Germany Is now a 
mighty united group under Hitler 
and that the German army fs the 
strongest in the world. Dr. Goebbels 
declared: “German workers and 
enpincers have constructed o wall of 
steel and conerete in the west and 
they shall one day be able to enjoy 
the rewards of this policy,and their 
great sacrifices during the past years. 


“When we to-duy continue to de- 
mand colonies, it is not because we 
wish to become millionaires but be- 
cause of the German pcople.” 


Cannot Be Bluffed: 


Warning Britain) that “Germany 
cannot be bluffed by the encirclement 
policy,” Dr, Goebbels declared: 


“Let forelyn countries realise that 
n people that are compelled to live in 
a restricled space, that possess no 
natural sources of provisions, no raw 
materials, no foreign exchange and 
no gold reserves, must proceed in a 
different direction from people who 
possess all the resources In the world. 

“The world must at last realise that 
the Germany of to-day presents her 
demands calmly but uncompromising- 
ly, and that the entire German people 
is behind these demands. “Germany 
wants only what is indispensable to 
her vital needs. 


“if foreign countrica do not under- 
stand these demands, then we are 
rendy for closer discussions.” 

Dr. Goebbels concluded with a re- 
ference to the “deluge of filth of 
foreign propaganda,” and told his 
audience, that when situations arose 
“which you do not understand, you 
must rely on the principle that Hitler 
Is always right and always will be 
right!"—Trans-Occan.

The appeal arose out of an action 
brought against Mr, Krebs by the 
Fourth Route Army for $190,000, 
being money pald for 10,000 gas 
masks ‘which were delivered but 
- Which were not accepted because 
they were allegedly not in ac- 
cordance with the samples. 

In connection with -this action, 
Mr. Krebs filed a statement of de- 
fence. The part which was rejected 
by Mr. Justice Lindsell, and which 
formed the subject’ of the appeal, 
stated: "The plaintiffs (Fourth Route 
Army) before action were and still 
are indebted to the defendant in the 
sum of £42,000 (the cquivalent at 
exchange ts. 2%d. of Hongkong 
$677,047.00) being price of goods bar- 
gained for and sold by the defendant 
to the plaintiffs, and the defendant 
claims to set-off against the plaintiffs’ 
claim an equal amount of the: sald 
debt duc to the defendant—$190,000."

Lust year Budge was a triple cham- 
pion. He won the men’s singles by 
defeating “Bunny" Austin in the final; 
with Gene Mako, he won the men’s 
doubles; and with Miss Alice Marble 
the mixed doubles. 

- Adding further to the loss of “per- 
sanolities” at Wimbledon, Mrs. Helen 
Wills Moody, last year’s ladies’ singles 
champlon, 4s not participating. 

The absence sof the Australians, 
Adrian Quist, Jack Bromwich, Jack 
Crawford und Vivian MacGrath, also 
robs the 1939 meeting of much of Its 
Interest. The Australian tennis 
authorities feel—and quite rightly too 
that they have o great chance of 
Ilf{ting the Davis Cup from the United 
States now that Don Budge is no 
longer In the amateur ranks, and in 
order to concentrate on the Davis 
Cup, the Australian stars are passing 
over Wimbledon. 

EVENTS VERY OPEN 

While-the absence of both - Budge 
and Mrs, Moody makes the meeting 
definitely the poorer, it also means 
that both the men's and | women's 
singles wlll be more open, especially 
the former, which promises to be a 
veritable “dog-fight.”

| Useful Household Hints’ 


HEN you use a candle in the 
ordinary way you will find that 
nbout one-tenth Is wasted by the 
melted grease running down the side 
of. the candle. Not only does this 
constitute a waste, but, it detracts 
considerably from the appearance, of 
candles, and the hot wax is trouble- 
some when it falls on to a pollshed 
table. 


A simple preventative is to make 
A good thick .Jather’ of.soap and 
water, by washing your hands in the 
ordinary way, and then spread this 


-Inther. round the sides of the candles. 


Leave to dry. Then, “when Ughted, 
the candles will have a little fence 
of soap bubbles round-the top. ‘This 
prevents the melted grease from 
overflowing down the sides, besides 
giving a very pretty effect.
